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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Song reference shows in Figure 6, a 
reinforcing material that has an oscillating pattern as it circles around an axis parallel to the longitudinal axis of the device. The separate, 
spaced circumferential hoops located on section 20 may be seen on element 11 of Figure 1. The claim language does not specify the 
locations of the first and the second sections, and the language "comprising" is open-ended and thus allows there to be more elements than 
those claimed. Therefore, it would be reasonable to include both sections 42 and 44 as a particular stent section. However, please note 
that the interpretation using 42 and 44 as one section was only applied to independent claim 1 and not to independent claims 1 1 and 21 . 
The second stent section interpreted as element 20 has 6 peaks, thus meeting the limitations of claims 9 and 23. 
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
